Home Nursing 


(By Edna Kells) 

That an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure is the gospel 
which the Home Nursing instructor 
stresses in connection with the short 
courses of lectures on home nursing 
and first aid. Miss Amy Conroy, 
R.N., who spends the greater part of 
the year travelling through Alberta 
on this mission, is particularly well 
qualified for her task, as she has a 
therough understanding of her work, 
and an understanding of the individ- 
ual and the facilities with which she 
must work in. her own home and her 
own community. 

Miss Conroy’s itinerary is arranged 
eerly in the spring after requests 
from local organizations have been 
received by the Department of Public 
Health, and tabulated so that she may 
cover the langest possible territory. 
This task accomplished, she starts on 
her way, and through the spring, 
summer, and autumn, her grey run- 
about carries her from place to place, 
and leaves knowledge and assurance 
in her wake.

The Doukhobors 


It may be that the authorities of 
the British -Columbia Government 
have found at lengith the most effect- 
ive means of dealing with the recalci- 
trant. Sone of Freedom, two hundred 
in number, men, women and children, 
who had to be lodged in the common 
jail at Nelson. They have handed 
them over to their own kith and kin 
to be dealt with. It appears these 
have offered their mutinous brethren 
the sanctuary of A settlement on con- 
dition that they will scttle down to 
work like honest. and law-abiding cit- 
izens of Oanada, If, in a woid, they 
cut out the rough. stuff. 

The fact. that other Doukhobors 
have offered these terms to the Nelson 
Sons of Freedom is evidence, if evi- 
dence were needed, that there is a 
large section of the community which 
does not approve of the wierd fetich- 
es which have brought the nomadic 
band lately encamped at Nelson inibo 
the public spotlight. But the. fect 
that these latter are now at the Porto 
Rican colony is not in itself proof 
that the Doukhobor problem is settled. 
For one thing, although they were 
invited by the colonists there, they did 
not go voluntarily. They weré baken 
on orders from the authorities at 
Victoria. It remains to bé seen whe- 
ther they will comply with the con- 
ditions, Some of them, it is true 
enough, are already settling down in 
theit new homes but others are still 
sulky, sullen and querulous. But new 
surroundings are disquieting even to 
the most rational of us and it may be 
that in a few days or weeks at the 
most; they will settle down and little 
more will be heard of the Sons of 
Freedom. ! 

As guests cf their fellow-colonists 
at Porto Rico they will have oppor-

be, after all, that the ridicule of their 
more rational compatriots will prove

that Canada has never been able to 
develop a sane immigration policy. In 
the first place, no cognisance has ever 
been taken of the fact that there 
have been times when Canada did not 
need immigrants. Economic condi- 
tions have arisen in Canada when, in 
the best interest of the country, im- 
migration, except under the strictest 
supervision, should have been prohib- 
ited. There never was a time when 
the quality of the immigrant received 
anything like tthe consideration it 
should have got. Money was being 
spent and there had to be a showing 
in numbers. There has always been a 
popular idea, and it has been reflect- 
ed in the national immigration policy, 
that all that was needed to ensure the 
prosperity of the Dominion was to 
fill it to overflowing with immigrants 
of any kind, and from any country. 
The Hon Robert Forke, the present 
Minister of Immigration, Was unus- 
ually outspoken in an address at Win- 
nipeg the other night. He is thinking 
of cutting assisted immigration. He 
thinks Canada is a good enough 
country to induce immigrants to come 
here of their own volition. . Of course 
it is. As a matter of fact the present 
government policy of immigration can 
only result in cheapening Canadian 
citizenship. What good is it, or can 
it be, to ithe Dominion to spend 
money to bring in cheap immigrants 
and force good Canadians out of their 
own country.

Liquor Contr 
Statistics 


With seven at the at the nine provinces of 
the Dominion substituting government 
control of, the sale of liquor in place 
of prohibition, two professors, Profes- 
sor Moffit. of Wesley College, Winni- 
peg, and Professor Culliton of Mc- 
Gill University, Montreal, have been 
inspired: to’ compile data as to how 
the policy of government control has 
worked out in relation to the con- 
sumption of liquor as compared with 
the private sale before the war. While 
they have come to the conclusion, with 
what the collected figures show, that 
| the consumption of difuor, allowing 
for increase of population, is little less 
under present conditions to what it 
was when sold’ by private concerns, 
See state that dhe great difference 

is the decrease in the consumption of 
spirituous liquor and the increase in 
the use of wines. 

The figures tell the story that the 
| consumption of spirits decreased dur- 
ing the war and the prohibition per- 
iod from more than 8,500,000 gallons 
in 1918 to 1,850,000 gallons in 1923 
| and then revived im 1928 to ithe extent 
of 4,105,000 gallons. This shows a 
decrease per capita in the consump- 
| tion of spirits of 70 per cent. from 
11913 to 1928. The consumption of 
| malt liquors has also decreased from 

| 7.7 gallons per capita in 1014 to 6.07 

galloné in 1928. On the other hand, 
| } the consumption of wines has grown 
| steadily from 1,061,926 gallons in 
| 1914 to 5,486,634 @allons in 1928. This,
